The “ inadmissible Insinuation ;” what wae it? 
where ia it ?—In the papers, which T have hith- 
erto had the honor to address to the public, I 
have principally confined myself to an cxamina- 
tion of the conduct of Mr. Secretary Smith to- 
wards the British ambassador ; and, unless I cx- 
tremely deceive myself I have shewn, that Mr. 
Smith has, at any rate, been the aggressor, and 
that his conduct has been marked throughout 
by disingenuous artifice, wilful and repeated 
misrepresentstions, a total departure from ur- 
banity, and by flagrant injustice. Such has 
been the conviction produced by the proofs ex- 
hibited, that not a tool of the administration of 
any description has been found abandched e- 
nough to attempt to say asingle word in his de- 
fence, 

Yam now, accerding to promise, to enter up- 
| onthe examination of the conduct of the Rriteh 
an.bassador, Mr. Jackson, towards Mr. Smith; 
which the latter has declared to have been so 
oftcnsive, so indeeOrous, se insdlting, as to forz 
bid all further communications with him; and 
for which he has been tried, convicted and exe- 
cuted, in the most summary manner, and, to fin- 
ish the ceremony, very liberally abused anl ea- 
lutnniated afterwards. On this novel proceeds 
ing, however, the people of the United States 
are still to pronounce their verdict: be it now 
my humble task to lay before them such 
facts and reasoning as may contribute to their 
pronouncing a just veruict. 

As soon as the administration had fairly got 
rid of the British ambassador and every mem- 
ber attached to his mission, so that. uo person 
anv longer represented the English government 
at Washington. but Monsieur Turreau was left 
to lord it uncontrouled, there ¢ame out a semi- 
official statement in the National Intelhgencer 
announcing the facts tothe public. li informed 
us that in the correspondence Mr. Jackson had 
in his secand letter “ indecorously used a lan- 
guage implying that Mr. Erskine's instructions 
were at the time made known to this govern- 
ment,” and that in Mr. Jackson’s next letter the 
same gross insinuations having been reiterated, 
“ notwithstanding Mr. Smith’s explicit asseve- 
ration of the contrary,” Mr. Smith had informed 
him that “ such insindations were inaudmissidle,” 
} and that “ no further communications would be 
received from him ;” and it conzluded with tel- 
ling us that “ Mr. Jacksen was te leave Wash- 
ington immediately.” 

As Congress were to convene in just one fort- 
night after-this time, it really seemed to many 
persons that it might have been full as well to 
_ wait that. short time for their approbation of such 
a very decisive and important step before it was 
| taken, as to take it first, and ask for their appro- 

bation afterwards. But all sueh men were soon 
silenced by the clamour of raily rownd your gov- 
ernment, or be considered as belonging to a Brit- 
ish faction. Public impatience, however, con- 
tinued to crease ; all was eagerness to see the 
message, and still more the correspondence. At 
length the first arrived, and every man, 2cquaint- 
ed with the law of nations, was astonished to 
perceive the President laymg down principles 
never before heard of: nor was it possible aito- 
gether to stifle suspicions that there must have 
been some unprecedented conduct which re- 
quired the shicld of such unpreccdented law 
The documents containing the correspondence 
between the two ministers was therefore loo!cd 
for with more anxicty than cver. It was not 
long before they came in part ; and some other 
parts have since been extoited by a call from 
the house, while other parts remain to this time 
undisclosed. 
lic, however, contain«° the correspondence, so 
much desired, finishing with a long letter 
from one of the correspondents afier he had 
imposed silence upon the other. From that 
} moment every body hasbeen busily engaged 
in the attempt to discover whereabouts in Mr. 
Jackson’s letters the inadmissible insinuntion 
lay. It is very clear, however, cries one, that 
fit exists; and so says another; but it is 
at least equally clear, that neither of these two 
gentlemen, nor any other two. have yet been able 
to agyce exactly as to the spot where it does lie. 
A grave and eloqient Senator claps his thumb 
upon itin the two werds “ could only” in Mr. 
Jackson’s first letter; while a patriotic, candid 
and sagacious federal lawyer, who talks much 
about being an American; as if he was the only 
American in the country, declares that it is con- 
tained in every part of the letter, and that Gen. 
Washington would have dismissed Jackson for 
any paragraph in it: A third, still more candid 
than he, admits that the insinuation is not in- 
deed any wherein the first letter, but insists up- 
on it with the National Intelligencer, that it is 
the second letter which “ icictonhasis uses a 
language implying” the insinuation; while a 
fourth gives up both the first and second letter 
as harmless, and agrecs with the high-minded 
Secretary Smith himself, that the insult con- 
sists after all in’ reiterating a gross insinuation. 
Sut it would be endless to attempt to give all 
ihe numerous conjectures and varios readings 
to which these letters have been subjected. 
Shakspceare alone has so often and so ingenious- 
ly been put to the torture by the commentators. 
In short this same “ inadmissible ‘nsinuation,” 
seems very much to resemble a legendary jack- 
a-lanthorn, which is never approachab}e, bat 
recedes as you advance, until at last, it leads 
,ou through many a bog and briar, into the 
midat of some dismal swamp, where it vanishes 
with a broad jiugh at you for your pains and 
leaves you ip mire end darkness. :

His excellency the Governor delivered the fol- 

lowing speech to the two houses :-— 


Gentlemen of the Senate and of the Isermbly, 


YOU are assembled for the purpose of de- 
liberating and deciding on the important con- 
cerns of this'state, which, by the constitution, 
are devolved upon you as the immediate repre- 
sentatives ef the people. ‘Fhe maguitude of that 
duty is enhanced at the present juncture by the 
convulsed state of the civilized world, and by 
the great political events constantly oecurring. 

The nations of Europe have persevered, dur- 
ing the past year, in their sanquinary struggle, 
with: increased animosity. Whole distnets of 
country have been ei Ay kingdoms subju- 
gated, and hosts of innocent subjects sacrificed. 
These eccurrences present a mowenful picture 
of the rapacity and-ambitien of princes, whilst 
they afford a monitory lesson to the American 

-ople. The situation of the United States has 
han im the mean time, comparatively happy 
and enviable ; for it hath pleased the Great Dis- 
poser of events to ordain peace in our borders, 
and to crown our year with goodness. , 

The prosperity of the nation, however, has 
not been uninterrupted. Connected as the U- 
nited States are, by commercial intercourse, with 
other nations, we could not avoid fecling the 
shock of the contending powers. At an carly 
period it was feared, that our commerce would 
experience material nnpediments from a widely- 
extended foreign war ; and’ more especially, as 
one of the great belligerents controlled the des- 
tinies of the Exropcan continent, and the other 
possessed the means of domineering upon the 
ocean. But their professions of respect for the 
rights of others, and their avowed homage to 
the authority of the law of nations, forbade us*to 
anticipate those gigantic strides which have o- 
verleaped the settled principies of public law, 
which constituted the barriers between the 
capriee, the avarice or the tyranny of a beilige- 
rent, and the rights and independence of a neu- 
tral. It would be painful to dwell upon every 
2¢eression, injustice, violence, and insult, which 
we have witnessed and experienced for several 
past years. ‘The interdiction of neutral com- 
merce from a part or the whole of the ‘ierrito- 
ries of one belligerent by a declaration of block- 
ade by the other, without 2ectual investment by 
force, and without # capacity therefor ; the im- 
position of a tax or transit duty on neutral com- 
merce in the port#of one power to legalize its 
transmission to the adverse power ; the violeni 
arrest, from our public and private vessels,-of 
seamen, almost without regard to the place of 
their nativity ; the Hability of neutral properiy 
to seizure and condemnation by one party in 
consequenee ef search: by ihe other of Uie ships 
transporting it, and the totai prohibition of neu- 
tral commerce with one belligerent by the oth- 
er, without blockade of any description, are a- 
mongst the prominent usurpations which have 
sacrificed much of our property, enslaved many 
of our citizens, insulted our sovereignty, and al- 
most proscribed neitral commerce from the o- 
ceai—Some neutral vessels haye been seized, 
robbed destroyed or condemned upon frivolous 
and provoking pretexts, not even justified by the 
arbitrary and ruinous restrictions above men- 
tioned—and one of our public armed ships has 

been insultingly attacked, several of her crew 

killed, and others taken forcibly away; an act 

acknowledged by the nation, whose officer com- 

mitted it, to be wholly unw arrantable, but which 
, still remains unatoned. 

The constant evidences of adesire on our part 
to maintain a strict and impartial neutralitw— 
the earnest and able.appeais for redress by our 
rulers to the honor and justice of the Belliger- 
ents, and our continual remonstrances. against 
their incessant and unprovoked encroachments 
upon neut: al commerce, have all been disregar- 
ded or evaded. No revocation or material relax- 
ation of the offensive decrees of France has been 
obtained. With Great-Britain an arrangement 
was effected in April last, which at the same 
time it evinced the impartial and pacific inten- 
tions of our administration, and a returning sense 
of good faith and upright conduet in the cabi- 
nei of St. James, diffused a lively satisfaction 
through the nation, and presaged a speedy res- 
toration of good understanding and harmony be- 
tween the two countries. But our hopes were 
blasted, and the wise and patriotic intentions of 
our rulers bafiled by an unexpecied disavowal 
of the agreement and an unqualified refusal to 
fulfil its stipwlations on the part of England. 
Since the recali of the minister who negociated 
the arrangement, nothing las occurred to bright 
en the prospect of an honorabic adjustment of 
our differences. On the contrary, instead of e- 
vmeing an amicable disposition by substituting 
other acceptable terms of a¢commodation in licu 
of the disavowed arrangement, the new minister 
lras persisted in impeaching the veracity of our 
admiinstration which a sense of respect for 
themselves, and for the dignity of the nation thes 
represent, forbade them to br ok. They acopt- 
ec towards him on that occasion, the most mod- 
erate and least irritating course of treatment; 
a course demanded by his depertment, and mer- 
tiny the approbation and support ef every A- 
nierican, who feels anxious to preserve the hon- 
or and independence of his country. 

‘The momentous duty of deciding upon the at- 
titude which the Unied States shall asseme in 
the present emergency, is delegated to intelli- 
gent and virtuens agents. tn their wisdom we 
may safely confide ; and it becomes us to place 
a firm reliance oa their patriotic exertions to de- 
vise such méasures as may be best calculated to 
promote peace and prosperity, or to provide for 
the security of our common country in the event 
of war. For all the efforts of human wi«xlom di- 
rected by the purest virtue in our rulers may 
prove unavailing without that union, confidence 
and support which the geniusof our government, 
the spirit of patriotism and the dictates of reason, 
nature and christianity impose upon the mem- 
bers of the eomnrunity. If the members and the 
head be united amd act in coficert, ne foreign 
power can endanger the life or safety of the po- 
intical body. 

With respect to the internal affairs of this 
state, itaffords me great satisfaction to inform 
you th more than usual proficiency has been 
made in improving and extending agriewlture 
and manufactures. The liberal patronage which 
the legisluture has been pleased to extend to do- 
mestic manufactures, by loans and bounties, has

‘Fhe fund appropriated for common 
schools already produces an income of about 
twenty-six theueand dollars, annually, saindis daily 
becoming more preductive. It rests with the

of the state will justify a further augmentation 

of that appropriation as well as to adopt such 

plan for its applicetion and distribution as shail 

appear best calculated to promote the important 

object for which it was originally designed. 
Gentlemen,

barrassnient it is among the important duties re- 
quired of ug to soar above localLand partial views ; 
to cherish and inculcate a disinterested national

He won the 
surrogzate’s purse in Dutchess im 1804, beating 
Young Fasileer ; but he was so hard run that he 
Was oft to the veterinary hospital and took sper- 
miceti to prolong his life and to save blood-tct- 
ting. Me started forthe judge’s purse im 18J7, 
but he had so little bottem for such a race, 
that he was distanced the very first heat. MWot- 
withstanding, in the same year he started far 
the Attorney-General’s purse, and though the 
dds were in his favor when he came on Lie field, 
64 it was known that he had been kept by the 
Young Pretender and Habaes Corpus, he was 
beat hollow by Trimmer. In 18J8, he sta ted 
for the third loan-oflice purse and lost. But af- 
ter so many disappointments and so much hard 
running, whigh reduced him very much in Sesh,

good and sound vessel. ‘of the s.me d-- 
scr: tion, for such defective one whenever 
returned to our sap. 

VIL We pin our faith woon no man’s 
Sleeve, Weshall work no stuff solely up- 
ow the tecommnendation of any mana: it 
must, and shall be tested by our own 
judgment. We shall listen te the recom- 
mendations of hone but competent judges ; 
nor, even in such cases, shall we ‘surren- 
der our own judgment. 

Vili. ‘Ve mak- no promises to set up 
any vessel by a certain time ; nor of stad 
particularly designated tous. Such de- 
Siguations wrll be considered as con- 
tempts : and such prooises would be be- 
neath ihe dignity of tnashop; embarr.s- 
sing to the gang ; aad. not unfrequenty, 
We 
shall always make such dispatch as indus- 
try and faithtulness can effect. 

IX. Should any man, or set of men be- 
come impo:tunate with us for setting up 
any particular vess<! orcask ; or any ves- 
sel or cask from any particular stuff ; we 
shall frown upon such importunt; 3 sus- 
pect d.sign; proceed with great caution, 
and deliberation : and, if deemed: expedi- 
ent, suspend the job. 

OP STUFF IN GENERAL. 

X. We skel, unformiy, judse stuT 
wholly by IMs own grain, and intrinsic 
qualities ; revardiess of the height or die 
ameter of the tree from which it was rived 
—the depth of its roots—the length of it 
timbs—the richness of its fliage—-the 
name of the grove, or placé where i: 
grew—the ferul.tv of the soil—the man- 


—or what treés grew roundit: a/ways, 
however, paying due regard to the lengta 
of time ; and the manner in which it shal! 
have beenseasored. Blood-snaked—pow- 
der-dited — Weresersoned stuff, as we de 
hominate it, we shail always work; al! 
we can get thats scasoned: afid should 
any of this description be brought to our 
shop so far gone that we cannot frossidly 
work it; we s>all, out of pure regard to 
this Kiad of stuff; house it carefully, rely- 
ing upon the g-nerosity of the people to 
defray the expences of necessary shid- 
dine. ; 

XI “When stuff appears, evidently, to 
have been sawed, or rived too scant for the 
usual gague of the vessel or cask wanted ; 
we shall throw it by altogether, Or reserve 
it for some vessel of less dimensions. For, 
having an abundance beth of new and 
shook stuff, of elf dimensions, we are de- 
termined to wotk no scant patterns. And 
we wish all to understand that ia every 
instance of this kind, we shall, invariably, 
measure by our own rule, wholly disre- 
garding all rods, and gauging tables, how- 
cver respectable their makers. 

Xl. We shall take in no stuff for 
Double Casks, vot even rundiets ; such 
casks, made with purtitions in the middle. 
and constructed to hold two kinds of con- 
tents at te same time are only calculated 
to amalgamate the contents of both ends, 
and in that way Spoil the flavor of all.— 
We have stuf? enough of every descrip- 
tion, and doudvets are unnecessary ; “ inads 
mise le.” 

Xill. Any stuff which shall have been 
refused admittanse into the shop, and 
deemed wholly useless, and still is [eft 
leant’ g against our shop; or piled up 
near it, in our Way, we shall either burn it, 
or ord_r it sold to the Basswood Coopers, 
who have always, hitherto, paid a very 
high price for culls; for, in their shop, 
they work them up into Reservoirs and 
large Cisterns ; beng the best stuf they 
have. 

OF SHOOK STUFF. . 

XIV. Sxooxs of every kind will be re- 
ceived ut our shop; but we shall not suf- 
fur ourselves to be so ixeundered and 
buried wh with then, but that we shall have 
rooin to pile all our Wew Stuf’; and pien-

(except of war-seasoned stuff) to be great- 
ly defective, we shall turow it out of the 
shop, leaving it to its fate, aad at the risk 
of those who brougnt it.

Any shocks of our former man- 
ufacture, which have, during the time we 
have been out of the shop, been branded, 
new hooped, or any other ways hatadled in 
the shop of the 4ass-w20d mongers, may be 
received at ourshop; Provipep ALways, 4 
that every letter of the brand of that gary 
shal!

SIX. We tenderly regard the works of

XX. ft is our duty iv excepi from the 
last preceding articl:, all, suen-shooks of 
excellent stuff either weitk-oAk. or 
WHITE ASH, es muy be brou,rat to our Shop 
bearing in:ortestible mirks of great vielence 
Sram the hads of the base-wood gage: of 
SUCh V-dience, however, we ourselves wi!! 
be the solé judges; and our judgment wl! 
be foundsd on such testimony as we may 
think prop:r to admit; always, however, 
exclud.og that of the party. > 

XXi. There is no article of our creed, 
the letter or spirit of which’ will sanction 
our attempting the RESTITUTION OF ALL 
THINGS. Lhe Stetus ante bellum we con- 
sider impracticable: any attempt for its 
attainment, We conceive, would be modt 
in the very teeth of the implied principles 
of many articles contained in our creed 
Our wishes may be one thing 3 wile our 
duty 1s another.

OF TAKING pown BaAsswoop Wares. 


XXII. Professing ourselves to be the 
“ FRIENDS OF ORDER,” we abhor violence. 
In taking lown casks, we shall always pro- 
cerd with great deliberation; performing 
our unpl-asant duty with a steady hand. an | 
ina workmanlike manner : leaving the stuff, 
even the dread and fiutty in worm*oles, in 
as good order as we found it; giving Pes: 
sonable time, also, to the Basswood Coop- 
ers to shook up-every cask they please. — 
But all stuff so taken down, whether shaok- 
ed up. or not, must be taken away, with 
all convenient speed: we cannot be in- 
commoded with useless rubbish. 

XXII. As to taking down casks of baes- 
wood manufacture; ull we can say-is, that 
it scems there is a great job which ougis 
to be done. Where we shall degin, or 
where we shall end, it is impossible fur 
-us to says Mostof the great state Casks ; 
Reservoirs, and Poltece Cisterns of the 
Basswood manufacture wE KNow are ex- 
tremely defective and ought to be taken 
down 

XXIV. The smaller Basswood ware, 
we intend, as we have leisure and oppor- 
tunity, to overhale. In this tedious jub 
we intend to proc€ed slowl!y—deliberately 
—fairly—and faithfully: taking down or 
refacring as we may think our own duty, 
and the welfare of the people may re- 
quire. Weshail not make it an invaria- 
ble rule to take down every Busswood cask, 
merely because itis Bzsswoud ; for, in the 
multiplicity of ware the Basswood Coopers 
have set up, it would be strange indeed, 
if they should not have set up some dée- 
cent vessels. Besides, they have. undoubt- 
edly, worked in some White-Ash, which 
we shall regard with a favorable eye ; 
commiserating its condition whenever we 
raay find it bound im the same hoops wich 
Basswood: but we indulge the pleasing 
hope. that.such instances are rare. 


duty to endeavour to profit by the past €x- 
perience of all Coofters, who have accupi- 
ed the shop: uniformly imitating the shill 
of the wise, ana shunaing the blunders of 
the foolish.
